Kindergarten 
Petition 
Turned Down 


The Hondo School 
Board of 
Trustees recently turned down a 
petition from the American G. I. 
Forum asking for a kindergarten 
for pre-school 
age children of 
Mexican extraction. 
According to a letter from the 
Board to the Forum ’s chairm an, 
Oswald N ira, the question of a 
kindergarten would incur consi­ 
derable expense to local taxpay­ 
ers since none of the money for 
its operation could come fre ^ 
state. On the basis of the 1956-57 
enrollment in the first grade, at 
least six teachers would be need­ 
ed to staff a kindergarten for five 
year olds. The approxim ate an­ 
nual salary cost for such an oper­ 
ation w o u l d be $21,600 which 
would mean a tax raise of about 
30 cents for the taxpayers of the 
district. Since the district has no 
tax for kindergarten purposes, an 
election would have to be called 
they said. 
The Board continued that if the 
district had the funds and the de­ 
sire to operate such a kindergar­ 
ten, it would be difficult if not 
impossible to do so, as only 12 
teachers in Texas have been is­ 
sued certificates required by the 
state for kindergarten teachers.

AUSTIN 


Students are trooping back to 
school for another year of readin’, 
writin’ and ’rithmetic. 


But the knottiest school 
pro­ 
blems are not in the math books. 


For parents the problem is the 
thing Tuition at state colleges has 
doubled. Even the parents of first 
graders arc wincing as they add 
up the “ outfitting” bills. Cost of 
blue jeans, plus crayons, 
plus 
lunch money, takes an ever grow­ 
ing bite out of most family gud- 
gcts. Many mothers will go back 
to work this fall to help balance 
the income-outgo 
equation. 


On a bigger scale Texas school 
agencies and administrators have 
the problem of the “ old woman 
who lived in the shoe.” They have 
so many children they don’t know 
what to do. Their problem of try­ 
ing to balance school facilities 
against school needs is compli­ 
cated by the fact that one side of 
the equation — needs — keeps on 
growing. 
Some 1,885,640 children are ex­ 
pected to enroll this month. That 
is 70,000 more than last fall. To 
keep the education mills grinding, 
Texans will spend an estimated 
$526,000,000 this year. It’s twice 
as much as was spent eight years 
ago. Local districts are pouring 
some $40,000,000 into new build­ 
ings this year. 


SHOWDOWN ON W A TER 


It’s now or never for Texans to 
solve their water problems in an 
orderly manner. 
This, in effect, is the attitude of 
Gov. Price Daniel as he sets the 
wheels in motion for a “ big push” 
this fall. 
First attack will be by a 100- 
person statewide water planning 
committee appointed by the gov­ 
ernor. It is to meet in Austin be­ 
ginning Sept. 9 to develop plann­ 
ing and leadership for a master 
plan for water conservation and 
flood control over the state. Com­ 
mittee members i n c l u d e civic 
leaders and persons interested in 
and acquainted with water pro­ 
blems from all parts of the state. 
They’ll also be 
asked 
to 
help 
plan future water legislation and 
develop support for the proposed 
would provide a $100,000,000 bond 
issue for water projects. 
Second phase of the governor’s 
plan is the special legislative ses­ 
sion to pass needed additional 
laws. Target date for the session 
still is October, the governor has 
indicated. 
Two pieces of water legislation 
are proposed by Governor Daniel: 
«I) Creation of a state water plan­ 
ning division to draw up a master 
plan and (2) a law enabling the 
state to purchase water storage 
space in federal reservoirs (a 
measure which failed last ses-1 


Planning d i v i s i o n probably 
would cost from $500,000 to $1,000, 
OOO says Daniel. This san be ob­ 
tained, he s a y s , 
from special 
funds appropriated, but not used, 
for other purposes. 


If Texas doesn’t face the re 
sponsibility for its water planning 
itself, declared the governor, the 
federal government will take over 
with a “ take it or leave it" plan. 


G R E E N H ILL APPO INTED 
Joe R. G reenhill of Austin will 


become an associate justice of the 
State Supreme Court on Sept. 30. 
Greenhill was appointed by the 
governor to replace Judge Few 
Brewster, who is resigning be­ 
cause of ill health. A former Hous­ 
tonian, Greenhill, 43, will be the 
youngest judge on the high court. 
He is a former assistant attor­ 
ney general to Daniel and was the 
governor’s campaign manager in 
’56. Daniel termed him “ one of 
Texas’ ablest lawyers.” 


SHORT SNORTS 


Texas ranked seventh in the 
nation last year on per capita in­ 
come, reports the Bureau of the 
Census. Texas per capita income, 
$1,686. National aberage, $1,940. 


Dr. N. Jay Rogers of Beaumont 
and Dr. Ira E. Woods of Grape­ 
vine have been re-appointed by 
the Governor for six-year terms 
on the State Board of Optometry. 


Another motor vehicle inspec­ 
tion period has arrived. You have 
until next April 15 to get your new 
sticker, however. 
But early in­ 
spections are urged by the De­ 
partment of Public Safety. 


Texas draft calls 
continue to 
shrink. October quota is 338. It 
compares with 387 for September 
and 547 for August. Inductees will 
be taken from age 22 and over, 
except for delinquents and vol­ 
unteers. 


Texas has 308 new nurses. They 
passed the recent statewide ex­ 
amination for vocational nurse 
licenses. Two schools have been 
newly accredited to teach voca­ 
tional nursing — Marcom Hosp­ 
ital of Vocational Nursing at Lad­ 
onia and Permian General Hosp­ 
ital School of Vocational Nursing 
at Andrews. 


County Has 
Another Well 


Medina County has another pro­ 
ducing oil well in the Chicon Lake 
Field following completion of the 
G.O. Ethercdge No. 5-A Joseph 
La mon earlier this month. 
The well was drilled to a total 
depth of 460 feet, with the pay top 
ped at 443 feet. Initial tests show 
ed seven barrels of 21 gravity oil 
daily from the Navarro.

Lytle in the Rebecca Latham Sur­ 
vey No. 41, on a 89.44-aere lease. 
It is 310 feet southwest of the No.
